STEEL RAM 
OF DEATH. 


Awful Disaster in 
Gotham Tunnel. 


Dead Number Fifteen 
and Injured Thirty. 


Engine Battered Its Way into 


Engineer, Fireman and Tower- 
man Arrested—Failed to 
Heed Signal.

It was a rear-end collision between 
the South Norwalk local that ran over 
on the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford road, and was halted by block 
signals at the southern entrance of 
the tunnel, and a White Plains iocal 
that came by the Hartem branch of 
the New York Central. The wreck éc- 
curred at 8:17 a.m., at which hour the 
trains were crowded by suburbanites. 

Most of the deaths, injury and dam- 
age were caused by the engine of the 
White Plains train, which plunged into 
the rear car of the motionless train, 
and was driven through to the middie 
of the car, swashing the seats and 
splitting the sides as it moved forward. 
The victims either were mangied in 
the mass of wreckage carried with the 
pilot, crushed in the space between 
the boiler and car sides, or scalded by 
steam which came hissing from broken 
pipes and cylinders. The engine, in 
its final plunge of forty feet, carried the 
rear car forward, and sent twisted 
iron, broken timbers and splinters 
crashing into the coach ahead. Lights 
were extinguished and from the 
wreckage and darkness came the cries 
of tue injured end calis for assistance 
by those who escaped. Within a few 
minutes the work of rescue, marked by 
heroism and sacrifice, began. Alarms 
that brought every available ambu- 
lance in the city, the police reservés of 
five precincts and the firemen of. the 
central district of Manhattan were 
sounded at once. With police, firemen 
and surgeons, came a score of volun- 
teer physicians and half a dozen cler- 
gymen. 

Ladders were run down the tunnel 
air shaft and firemen and police at- 
tacked the débris with ropes and axes. 
Passengers already had railied and 
were trying to release those imprisoned 
in the @@brie. 

Father Smith of the Church of St. 
Vincent de Paul and Chaplain Walk- 
ley of Grace Church, both chaplains of 
the fire department, crawled into the 
wrecked coach over the hot boiler of 
the demolished White Plains locomo- 
tive, and found two girls in the middle 
of the last car. They were Miss Rice 
and Mies Scott of New Rochelle. One 
lay on top of the other, the one un- 
derneath held by wreckage which 
pinned her body down below the waist. 


also pinned fast by the wreckage, lay 
across the chest of the other, and held 
her down.

Injured persons in need of immediate 
attention were given temporary dress- 
ing by the ambulance and volunteer 
surgeons, and then hoisted to the 
street. Many Park-avenue mansions 
were thrown open to the sufferers, but 
most of the injured were at once taken 
to hospitals. The dead were carried to 
morgues and police stations. An im- 
‘mense crowd, heediess of the snow 
which swirled through the street, gath- 
ered about the tunnel entrance and 
shafts and watched the rescue work. 

Cornelius Vanderbilt was among 
those who came to the tunnel, but the 
police denied him admission, despite 
the fact that. his family controls the 
railway. 

Responsibility for the disaster is un- 
fixed, but Superintendent Franklin 
said that so far as he had been able to 
discover, John Wischo, engineer of the 
White Plains train, was to blame. It 
ie declared that when the South Nor- 
walk train stopped, a flagman ran 
back into the tunnel, and beside plac- 
ing a torpedo on the track, endeavored 
to flag the oncoming train. The tun- 
nel was clouded with steam and smoke, 
while the snow which fell through the 
air shaft tended to obscure the view. 

Residents of w Rochelle contrib- 
uted the largest number to the cas- 
ualty list, because the rear car of the 
South Norwalk local was reserved for 
them, and was kept locked when the 
train reached that place. 

Mr. Leys, one of the dead, was gen- 
eral manager of the dry goods firm of 
B. Altman & Co. of this city, and was 
prominent in commercial circles here.

‘He lured us to his office on the pre- 
text that we were Wanted to sign mort- 
gage deeds,’ said Kroeschell, “when 
there were none to sign. He called 
my wife into an inner room and closed 
the door. What ‘he said or did 1 do 
not know, but I have not been able 
to see my wife since. The dentist 
came back in the room where I sat, 
knocked me over and threw me into 
the street.” 

In Judge Holdom's court today, the 
grocer said that, since January 2, the 
dentist had held Mrs. Kroeschell a 
prisoner. He wanted a writ of habeas 
corpus, because he charged undue in- 
fluence, and added that the dentist 
sought to obtain Mrs. Kroescheil's 
emall fortune.

It pointed out that 
the revenue from the State railroads in 
1901 fell considerably short of the es- 
timates, and that the whole results of 
the financial year were disappointing. 

In the budget for 1902, the revenue is 
estimated below that of the current 
year, but the balance between the rev- 
enue and the expenditure is to be 
maintained without having recourse to 
a loan. “ 

The speech announces plans for leg- 
islation providing for the housing of 
State workmen and officials earning 
small salaries. Considerable credits are 
demanded for the extension of 
State railroads, and the promotion and 
construction of light railroads. 

A new canal bill, to complete the 
system of waterways will be submitted. 

The concluding portion of Emperor 
William's speech pointed to the neces- 
sity of adopting mensures against the 
agitation in the Polish districts of 
Eastern, Prussia, declared that the up-

burg governments are now endéavor-

The trouble originated in the action 
of some sailors belonging to the Brit- 
ish sloop of war Algerine, aiso in win- 
ter quarters at New Chwang, in carry- 
ing ashore six rifies for use in a 
theatrical performance. The Russian 
administration sent a force of men’ 
to arrest the British sailors. The Rus- 
sians, however, by mistake, broke into 
a reading-room where a party of the 
Vicksburg men were seated, and tried 
to arrest them. The Americans re- 
sisted, defending themselves with 
chairs. They were overpowered after 
a sharp fight, however, and handed 
over to the United States Consul, who 
sent them on board the Vicksburg. 

The bad feell which arose from 
this incident resulted jn several fights 
whenever American or British sailors | 
met Russian soldiers, and the latter, 
not being accustomed to fist fights, 
were usually badly worsted. This con- 
dition of affairs culminated on New 
Year's Day in.a more serious affray, 
and the Russian Minister, Paul 
sar, complained to Minister Conger 
that two members of the Vicksburg 
crew had fired a revolver at an unof- 
fending Russian soldier, wounding 
him in the arm.

further made that the commission 
would be willing, even now, to 
change its recommendation from tne 
Nicaragua route to the Panama route 
if satisfied that the rights and prop- 
erties pertaining to the latter route 
ean be had for $40,000,000. It is not 
‘improbable that the commission will 
be given an opportunity to submit 
a supplementary report before the 
matter is finally decided. 

The advantages and disadvantages 
of the respective routes were 
clearly set forth in the report of the 
commission, and may properly be re- 
capitulated at this time. The esti- 
mated cost of the Nicaragua Canal 
is $189,000,000. The cost of com- 
pleting the Panam. Canal is placed 
at $144,000,000, which would bring 
its total cost, adding $40,000,000 for 
the Panama Canal Company's prop- 
erty, up to $184,000,000, or $5,000,000 
below the cost of the Nicaragua 
Canal. The total length of the 
Nicaragua Canal would be 184 miles; 
that of the Panama route would be 
only 49 miles, a difference of 135 
miles in favor of Panama. ‘this is 
offset by the fact that the Nicaragua 
Canal would be some 400 mile 


000 in favor of the latter. The com- 
mission estimated the total annual 
tonnage which will pass through the 
canal at 7,000,000 tons, which would 
give, as Mr. Hepburn pointed out in 
his address in the House on Tues- 
day, a total revenue, at the Suez 
Canal rate, of $14,000,000, or enough 
to cover the cost of maintenance and 
leave a handsome margin of net in- 
come even after d ducting a fair rate 
of interest on the investment.

In the immediate 
foreground, seated upon the ground, is 
shown a squaw engaged in weaving a 
basket. In the background is indicated 
the “wicky-up,” which In those days 
serted as ample shelter at night. An- 
other figure, that of the hunter, is 
shown. He has returned from the 
chase with the fruit of his success in 
the shape of a jackrabbit In his hand. 

The next important step, the coming 
of the Spaniard, is represented in the 
upper right- corner. Surrounded 
by the arm guard who bear aloft 
the standard of Spain, two priests are 
blessing the simple natives, who are 
welcoming them with their gifts of 
fruit and agua. 

In the lower left-hand corner a cow- 
boy is seen galloping inte the picture. 
and by the aid of his riata “throwing” 
r young calf that has escaped from 
the herd indicated in the background. 
In the middie distance another cowboy 
is branding a steer, while others are 
shown controlling a group of cattle. 
This scene portrays that ep in our 
history when cattle furni the chief 
means of livelihood of the Spanish 
rancheros. 

Then comes the period of the pueblo. 
In the lower right-hand corner, under 
the porch of an adobe house, a Span- 
jard, with a chair tilted against the 
wall, is lazily thrumming his guitar. 
Another, in the picturesque dress of a 
caballero, is engaged in conversation 
with @ horseman who has just ridden 
up, and while lazily sitting with one 
leg over his saddle, is conversing with 
the master of the house.

MESSMORE FORETOLD 
DEATH THE DAY. 


a 
HIS afternoon, at Rosedale Ceme- 
tery. will be laid to rest, side by 
side, Col. Isaac E. Messmore and 
wife, the death of one of whom was 
speedily followed by the passing away 
of the other. 
The funeral of Mrs. Messmore was to 
have taken place yesterday, but it was 
postponed at the request of her dying 
husband, so that he could be carried 
to the grave with her. 
It is not every man who can foretell 
almost to the very hour the date of his 
death, but this rare gift of prophecy 
seems to have been possessed by Col. 
Messmore during his last few days on 
earth. When the news of his wife's 
death was broken to him last Monday, 
he was lying ill in a room adjoining 


the one in which she died, suffering 
from the same fatal malady—pneumo- 
nia. Up to that time his condition 
was not regarded as hopeless; tie had 
all through his iliness appeared bright 
and cheerful, and did not seem to con- 
sider his hold on life as at all pre- 
carious. As soon as his bereavement 
was imparted to him, however, he ex- 
claimed: 

“Do not be in haste about making 
funeral arrangements. For thirty-six 
years she and I journeyed onward 
through life together. Now that she is 
dead, there is nothing more for me tc 
live for! I will die on Wednesday morn- 
ing, and we will be buried together!” 

The family and friends of the sick 
man thought it was but the expression 
of a tende# sentiment which made 
him wish to die in time to be buried 
in company with his depart consort.

Col. Messmore was 80 years old and 
his wife was 65.

Only one 
child resulted from their union, Mra. 
Louls G. Le , who, with her hus- 
to reside with her 


Col. Messmore gained his military 
title in the Civil War. He was a native 
of Michigan, and took up the practice 
of law as a profession. From 1852 to 
1859 he lived at Montreal, Can., but 
returned to the States in time to par- 
ticipate in the Civil War. In 1861 he 
went to the front as leutenant-colonel 
of the Fourteenth Wisconsin Regi- 
ment, and was wounded at Shileh. 
On his reeovery he raised the Thirty- 
first Wisconsin Infantry, which he 
commanded during a long period 
service. He was with the Army of 
the Potomac, under Grant, but was 
compelled to retire on account of physi- 
cal disability in 1964. He went to New 
York for surgical treatment, and while 
a resident of that State was appointed 
deputy internal revenue collector, with 
headquarters at Brooklyn. Removing 
to Grand Rapids, Mich., soon after the 
war, he became editor of a Democratic 
paper there, whieh he conducted for 
fifteen years. He nexi engaged in the 
wholesale mercantile business, but was 
net successful. In 1886 he came to 
Los Angeles, located for a short while 
in Orange, then returned to this city 
and settled down to the practice of 
law. At the time of his death he was 
associated with Gen. Amasa Cobb in 
the law business, having an office in 
the Tajo Block. Col. Messmore was 
an ardent Democrat, and took an active 
part in local politics. He was an un- 
successful candidate for County Treas- 
urer about eight years ago, and in 
1894 contested the Democratic nomina- 
tion for Congress with George 8. Pat- 
ton, the latter, after a bitter struggle, 
coveted honor. Messmore 
was a y-second degree Mason, and 
belonged to several other orders.

FOR UNION COMPANY. 


WILL SUPPLY HAWAIIAN ISLANDS’ 
SUGAR REFINERIES. 

Ship Planned Largest of the Kind 

Ever Built on Pacific Coast—Great 

San Francisco Scheme Begins in So- 

noma County. 


The Union Ol! Company of this city 
is reported to have adopted plans for 
the largest four-masted barkentine 
ever built on the Pacific Coast. Plans 
call for a craft 260 feet long 42 feet in 
width and 21 feet deep. It is the in- 
tention to bulld it as a first-class oil 
carrier, andeit will have a capacity of 
15,000 barrela, which is considerably 
more than half a million gallons. 

As there is always danger Of fire 
from a highly- inflammable cargo, the 
bark will be moved by wind only, and 
will be for supplying ofl to the 
Hawalian Islands. he shipment of 
ofl to the sugar refineries of the islands 
promises to an important in- 
dustry, as the coal used there is high 
in price and not very good. 

The hold of the vessel will be made 
up of ten bulkheads, with separate 
hatches. A complete electric plant, 
with storage power, will furnish energy 
for heavy pumps used in loadi and 
discharging the cargo. 

An interesting of the new 
vessel is that it will be rendered un- 
sinkable by the emptying of several 
bulkheads and the screwing up of the 
covers.

“Sec. 27. Tt shall be unlawful for any 
person, whether elected, appointed or 
commissioned, to fill any office in either 
the State, county. city and county, or 
incorporated city or town government 
of this State, or In any department 


ron to perform any duties whatsoever, 
except such person be a native-born 
or naturalized citizen of the United 
States. 

“See. 32. No money shell be paid out 


of the State treasury. or out of the

shall be a netive-born or naturalized 
citizen of this United States.’

HUNDRED AND FIFTY MEN HAD TO 
BE EXAMINED. 
Some Believed to Have Lied to Get 
Out of Serving—How Officer Sebastian 
Got Tips—Restaurant People in a 
Mix-up. 


Nearly 150 men were examined in 
Justice Austin’s court yesterday before 
a jury of twelve could be found to try 
the “spook case.” wherein Mr. and 
Mrs. George Chesbro are charged with 
practicing mediumship without a Nh- 
cense.

OPENINGS AT HOME. 


SaN BERNARDINO COUNTY DESERT 
GOLD ATTRACTS. 
Deal Pending for Stemwinder Group— 


Big Sonora Improvements—Orange 
County Placer Claims Sold. 


Local capital is daily more attracted 
by the openings offered in the mining 
centers of the desert section of San 
Bernardino county. Arizona’s door 
has long been open to investors, but 
Los Angeles capital is fast awakening 
to an appreciation of the mineral re- 
sources to be opened up right at home.

ALLOWED TO STAY. 


Mongoliahs Quit When Whites Made 
‘@ Demonstration—Women to Take 
Celestials’ Places—Water Supply is 
All Right. 


MONROVIA, Jan. &—[From The 
Times’ Resident Cerrespondent.) There 
was considerable excitement on the 
street last evening when about afty 
orange pickers and packers congre- 
gated to discuss the Chinese question, 
as applied te the local labor market. 
It seems that Bruner & Smith, fruit 
commisison merchants of Les Angeles, 
hired a number of Chinese and sent 
them out to Monrovia to make boxes 
and pick and pack oranges. Wheg 
this became known the loeal workers. 
were indignant, and reselved to have 
‘the Chfnebe driven out df the commun- 
ity. This resolution was made known 
to J. F. Milter. the local manager, and 
he persuaded the men to take no ac- 
tien until today; when Mr. Wileon, the 
head manager, would be here from the 
city. Wilson wes not favorable to the 
Chinese quitt work, but the Chinese 
had received t quiet Up that they 
had better leave town before sundown, 
and at 11 o'clock the gang of box mak- 
ers quit work. Bruner & Smith claim 
that they could not ebtain white labor, 
but this is denied by white orange 
packers. They say that there is plenty 
of men to be_had. If the Chinamen 
had not so qvfetly quit work and left 
town, there might have been trouble 
tonight. The matter has now been 
amicably and Bruner & @mith 
say they have engaged girls to do 
their packing hereafter, which is - 
fectiy satisfactory to the white ia 
ers of the community.. 
Manager Miller states tonight that 
hie gang of Chinamen have agreed to 
remain and pack a car of fruit thet is 
to be sent forward Friday. protection 
for them having been arranged for 
with a deputy Sheriff if trouble should 
arise. 8. R. Smith promises to put in a 
force of white labor, principally women, 
for the coming season if the Chinese 
are allowed to finish unmolested this 
car of fruit.

The persons taking 
the reinsurance would then receive $200 
for each $1990 worth of risk assumed, 
which, in view of the vessel's nearness 
to “™r destination, would be almost no 
risk at all. , 

The scheme was hatched, but before 
it wae put in operation news came 
from San Francisco that the Cadogan 
had been sighted in the Pacific hy 
some other vessel, and that the reia- 
surance had been withdrawn. That 
spoiled the scheme, and the chances of 
reaping a handsome crop of shek ls 
from the Cadogen's absence went glim- 
mering. 

MODERN COTTAGES SCARCE. 

“Many people are coming to Santa 
Monica with wrong ideas of house ac- 
commodations here.” said one of the 
local real estate men today. “They 
ere told in Los Angeles that in the 
winter they can get cottages at very 
low rates at the beach. As a matter 
of fact, there are scarcely any modern 
cottages vacant in Santa Monica now.

Comfortable, ones 
with modern improvements located on 
the streets running from the beach are 
held at from $12 to $15 per month for 
the winter.
